WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) 
—Gen. Lucius D. Clay today left 
his post as special assistant to 
Mobilization Director Charles E. 
Wilson. He is returning to the 
chairmanship of Continental Can 
Co., New York. 

Clay, one of the two top aids 
'to the mobilization chief, was a 
special target for the criticism of 
labor leaders in their walkout 
from the Federal mobilization 
agencies. 

Wilson said Clay came to Wash- 
ington with the understanding he 
could return to private industry 
on completion of the first rush of 
‘work in organizing the Office of 
Defense Mobilization. 

In a statement, Wilson tharked 
Clay for an “outstanding contri- 
bution” to the defense program. 
He said Clay had devoted himself

JEFFERSON CITY, March 30 
(AP)—The service men’s tax ex- 
emption bill is so lost in the legis- 
lative shuffle that Gov. Forrest 
Smith won't be able to sign it 
by midnight tomorrow—in time 
to let members of the armed 
\forces take advantage this year 
of a $3000 exemption on their 
Missouri income tax. 

The Governor said last night 
he had given up hope of receiving 
the bill in proper form in time 
to sign it by then.

Atomic Energy Questions That May 
Decide Our Future in Peace, War

WASHINGTON, March 30 (INS). 
HE story of atomic energy development and use in America 
today is the story of five guarded, little-known men weighing 
fateful decisions. The five men are the members of the United 
States Atomic Energy Commission—a lawyer, a physicist, a geologist, 
an engineer and an electronics expert. 


very well decide this country's 
future—in peace or war—for 
many years to come. 

Here are some of the major 
decisions in their hands: 


What these men decide ry 
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who are weighing the problems: 
Gordon Dean, the AEC chair- 


1. Freedcm-loving nations 
have the power to wipe out 
Communism if they will stick 
together and fight. 

2. There is no chance what- 
ever that Communism may be 
changed for the better. 

3. The Far East today is 
ready for governmental change 
in the direction of freedom; 
change in the Orient is inevita- 
ble, and the free world, not 
Communism, must point the 
way. 

_4. The half-million National- 
ist Chinese troops on Formosa 
can wrest the China mainland 
away from the Communists with 
American aid because millions 
of Chinese on the mainland will 
join in the struggle to throw 
off the Red oppressor. 

5. Given American aid, the 
Nationalists can open small- 
scale operations against the 
mainland in two or three 
months, following up with a 
frontal assault in about six 
months. 

6. The Chinese Nationalists 
will welcome American military 
and technical assistance in 
waging a war for reconquest of 
their homeland. 

“I have thought about this ques- 
tion of Communism for many 
years,” said Chiang. “I am con- 
vinced that we must eliminate it, 
because while Communism is 
rampant in any part of the world 
there will be no peace, either 
where Communism is in control 
or in the rest of the world. Com- 
munism is based on the doctrine 
of hatred and seeks to perpetuate 
itself by sowing seeds of hatred 
and distrust in all men.” 

“Love Thy Neighbor.” 

The Generalissimo, a deeply 
religious man, offered an inter- 
esting philosophy for his convic- 
tion that freedom-loving nations 
can eliminate Communism. 

“I firmly believe,” he said, 
“that we can eliminate Commu- 
nism if all freedom-loving people 
will co-operate and practice the 
injunction of ‘Love thy neighbor 
as thyself.” I am convineed that 
this is humanity's spiritual 
strength, and the essence of true 
victory.” 

He stopped at this point, was 
silent a moment, and continued: 
“The struggle now dividing the 
whole world is a struggle be- 
tween Christian standards of uni- 
versal and selfless love and a 
Communistic ideology of hatred 


“After we received adequate 
American supplies, it would take 
two or three months to begin 
'small-scale operations (hit-and- 
run attack missions). Under the 
Same conditions, it would require 
six months or a little more, to 
launch large-scale operations. 
Briefly, the scale or magnitude 
of operations planned will deter- 
mine the time factor.” 


The Generalissimo has told me 
many times, he would not need 
American troops for his assault 
on the mainland. I asked him 
whether his generals would per- 
mit American technicians and 
miltary strategists to come in and 
supervise the Chinese military 
planning. 


“We have for some time re- 
quested the United States Gov- 
ernment to furnish us with ad- 
visers and technicians,” he said. 
“We have requested them for all 
branches of the armed forces, in- 
cluding, of course, the important 
air force.” 


Guerrillas Poised. 


I asked him about new reports 
of widespread internal revolt 
against the Communists in China. 


“Guerrilla warfare is already in 
progress on the mainland,” he 
said. “So far, however, 
on a scale too small te be effec- 
tive. Guerrilla warfare must be 
strengthened by more. supplies 
and better organization prior to a 
large-scale expedition against the 
mainland. The mainland attack 
must be co-ordinated with magni- 
fied guerrilla action.” 


I recalled American criticism 
of the men around the. Generalis- 
simo. He has already made a 
good many changes, but I asked 
him whether, if the Nationalists 
regained power, leaders of the 
past would be restored. 


“We are making every effort,” 
he said, “to train the youth of 
Free China today in order that 
they may shoulder the responsi- 
bilities of public service. Circum- 
stances change with time, and 
progress demands vigilance in 
evaluation of both old and new 
blood: We must be realistic, and 
face the fact that in apy coun- 
try not all the old are bad, nor 
all the new good. Obviously, the 
logical thing is to utilize avail- 
able talent for the good of the 
country as a whole, regardless of 
whether old or new personnel oc- 
cupies a specific job. That is 
{what I am trying to do.”

He is a native 
of Clinton, N.Y. a graduate of 
public school in Lawrenceville, 
N.J., and the holder of three de- 
grees from Princeton University. 
During World War II he was one 
of the most distinguished physi- 
cists aiding the Manhattan Dis- 
trict in developing the A-bomb. 
In 1945 he wrote the “Smyth Ke- 
port” which, although prepared as 
a Government report, probably 
still is the best textbook in ex- 
istence on the subject of atomic 
energy.

Party control in the Board of Aldermen is at 
stake in the St. Louis municipal election next 
Tuesday. 

There are now 15 Democrats and 13 Republi- 

tm aldermanic seats filled by election in 


branch of the city will be in the hands of the 
Republicans. 

This is the background of the race which Mr. 
Albanese is running against Mark M. Hennelly, 
Democrat, at the head of the aldermanic ticket 
in the 14 even-numbered wards. 

How shall the independent voter mark his 
ballot in the choice between Mr. Albanese and 
Mr. Hennelly? A brief review of the records 
and connections of the two men will help pro- 
vide an answer. 

Mr. Albanese has been on the board for 10 
years. He began as an alderman from the Thir- 
teenth ward. Four years ago he was elected 
president. On many occasions he has served as 
acting mayor. Last August he was active in 
ending the wildcat strike of transportation 
operators. 

He has denounced in no uncertain terms the 
proposed Westchester real estate grab which 
would give slum status to a nonslum area in 
order to benefit private promoters. This has 
not finally passed the Board of Aldermen, but 
the heat is still on. Mr. Albanese's platform in- 
cludes strict enforcement of the antismoke, 
clean-restaurant and rat control ordinances. He 
also stands for slum clearance, airport expansion 
and extension of trash and garbage collection. 

Mr. Hennelly has not sought public office 
before—at 35 he is hardly more than half Mr. 
Albantse’s age. Obviously, it is impossible to 
compare a record which does not exist with one 
which does. Also, it would be patently unfair 
to make a rule of taking the candidate in office 
with a record against the challenger with no 
record. In his campaign, Mr. Hennelly has em- 
phasized housing, civil rights for all and the 
establishment of a city college. 

Thus, if much of an opinion is to be held on 
Mr. Hennelly it must be on his political con- 
nections. These connections are with the 
ShenkerCallanan top command of the Demo- 
cratic party. For more than a year he was ac- 
tively associated with Morris A. Shenker in 
criminal practice. He left the Shenker office 
just two months ago to become enforcement 
attorney for the Price Stabilization Office in St. 
Louis. : 

Every accused person is entitled to defense 
counsel and Mr. Shenker and Mr. Hennelly can- 
not be criticized for specializing in such prac- 
tice. The very idea of fair trials presupposes 
lawyers who will handle criminal cases. 

It is another matter entirely when one who 
specializes to the extent that Mr. Shenker does 
joins in an effort to take over the control of a 
major party. Then it is necessary to look into 
the future and see the possibilities. Mr. Hen- 
nelly’s candidacy inevitably is in this setting. 

By all reports, Mr. Hennelly personally is at- 
tractive and likeable. It is some of his strongest 
support which is bad. His plight is much like 
that of Harry A. Séhendel in the recent, congres- 
sional race in the Eleventh District. The inde- 
pendent voter who wants to put a still further 
check on the Shenker-Callanan reach for power 
can do it by voting to re-elect Board President 
Albanese. 
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Opposition to a Rate Hike 

St. Louis has now followed Kansas City in 
filing a petition to Oppose Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co.’s latest request for a rate in- 
crease. The next step should be the filing of 
a similar petition by other Missouri municipali- 
ties. 

When representatives of a dozen cities met in 
Jefferson City March 9 to discuss this step, they 
reported that Southwestern Bell had made ef- 
forts to scotch opposition in some communities. 

Telephone officials, according to these reports, 
had sought to dissuade the smaller communities 
from opposing the rate increase on the “divide 
and conquer” ground that the interests of big 
town and little town do not coincide in the mat- 
ter of telephone rates. In other words, the 
smaller communities were urged to accept the 
proposed rate increase In the belief that only 
the larger cities would be hitby it. * 

This strategy seems to have got tlowhere. 
Members of the Missouri Municipal League have 
agreed to raise $14,000 to oppose the rate case. 

It is important that the case should be op- 
posed. Quite apart from the question whether 
Southwestern Bell is entitled to another hike in 
rates, it is essential that the Missouri Public 
Service Commission should establish once and 
for all a sound rule of rate regulation, whereby 
the company’s depreciation reserve is deducted 
from the investment base. 

The commission has been moving in this di- 
rection, and strong municipal’ representations 
may encourage it to move farther in the future.

| only in individual cases, and mathe- 
matically, at least, the courts have decided about 
equally in favor of the investigators and those 
being investigated. 

Witnesses have little legal defense against 
the possibility of personal smear or false impu- 
tation in these inquiries. Congressional immu- 
nity prevents slander and libel charges, and 
such immunity has proved essential to the free- 
dom of inquiry. But it is still possible to con- 
duct investigations in Congress with relative 
quiet and judicial temper. 

The RFC investigation is an example. The 
Fulbright committee has done its work with- 
out bullying witnesses and without shouting 
matches. Yet it could hardly have disclosed 
the ramifications of the “influence” business 
had it been tied to a. court’s rules of evidence. 

The power to investigate is generally placed 
second only to the power to legislate. Investi- 
gations have proved an invaluable source of pub- 
lic information and a basis for laws. For this 
reason the investigative power cannot be ham- 
strung by undue consideration for reluctant 
witnesses. 
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CED’s Budget Recipe 


Cut Government spending by six billion dol- 
lars and raise Government revenue by 10 billion. 
Such is the budgetary recipe proposed by the 
Committee for Economic Development. There 
will be disagreement on the details of its pro- 
gram—especially its proposal of a retail sales 
tax falling chiefly on clothing and house furnish- 
ings—but the Committee has set up sound gen- 
eral targets to shoot at. 

Can expenditures be cut by as much as six 
billion? Congress is learning that nearly every 
item in the budget has suddenly become a “de- 
fense” item, and therefore presumably sacro- 
sanct. Yet as the Committee points out, the 
$9.1 billion officially classified as non-defense, 
while it looks small by comparison with the 
military budget, is actually one-third higher than 
expenditures in the same category in 1948. 
Surely there is scope for the pruning knife here. 

Defense expenditures themselves must be 
carefully scrutinized. The Committee points out 
that “in the past, rapid increases in the military 
establishments have been accompanied by im- 
portant waste of money, materials and man- 
power.” Waste is no doubt occurring now. 
With a military budget estimated at $50 billion 
up, even small gains in efficient management 
could produce savings reaching into the billions. 

Coming from a group of business men, the 
Committee’s caution against excessive outlays 
for the expansion of defense production carries 


special weight. More than a billion dollars is 


projected for this purpose. The CED agrees 
that production must be expanded, but it sug- 
gests that private financing can carry more of 
the burden. 

April is just around the corner. By July, at 
present rates, Government expenditures will be 
outracing revenues and so adding new inflation- 
ary pressures to am already inflated economy. 
The time is short for Congress te tackle its re- 
sponsibility to get the new budget in shape to 
prevent that from happening.

HE WELL-KNOWN RULE that no one likes to buy hair tonic 
from a bald barber may well be applied to senatorial investi- 
gations into the morals and manners of other people. A bald 


Senator, according to this view, is one who uses the investigating 
prerogative not—as the Constitution intended—to prepare legisla- 
tion and not—as everyone of course professes or pretends—for 
righteousness and the public good; he uses it to grind his own 
axes and to serve his own career. 


In recént years the investigat- 
ing power of Congress has so 
often been abused and exploited 
ethat, far from defending public 
‘morals, it has contributed might- 
ily to break down the standards 
of public life. For the investi- 
gators themselves have so often 
recognized no standards by which 
they were themselves bound. 

That could not be said at all of

Thus Senator Fulbright has set 
an example, all the more impres- 
sive because its sincerity has been 
so effortless, of how a good Sena- 
tor can behave. This is the begin- 
ning of any reform of public 
morals—that somewhere in the 
high places of power and respon- 
sibility the country should find 
men who practice what everyone 
preaches, 

Any investigation by a politi- 
cian, such as his, into the peddling 
of influence by other politicians 
and by hangers-on would be a 
phony and a farce, and indeed re- 
pellent hypocrisy, if the inquisitor 
himself were greedy for the influ- 
ence of being a big shot in a big 
show. He would be trading in 
the very commodity which he 
would be saying it was immoral 
for others to trade in. 

The Fulbright and the Kefauver 
investigations have posed two dif- 
ferent aspects of what is ulti- 
mately—in the sense of how to 
treat it—the same problem. The 
Fulbright inquiry led quickly, as 
he told the Senate on Tuesday, 
into that wide field of activities 
which, though they are not 


palpably illegal, are at least im- 


other hand, has dealt with the 
failure to enforce the laws. 

It has been showing that the 
lawbreakers have obtained power 
over the law enforcers.

But let no one rely 
too long on the reforms that can 
be had by getting some new 
watchdogs. The watchdogs will be 
exactly the same human stuff as 
the watchmen and, properly ap- 
proached and with a little peuee 
by a friendly hand, they will take 
the bone and cease to bark. 

There is no mechanical gadget 
by which the moral level of public 
life can be maintained. There is 
no spasm of popular righteousness 
which will raise it much for very 
long. All depends on the code of 
conduct which is fashionable. 


All depends on the working 
rules of behavior which the lead- 
ing and conspicuous men and 
women in a society practice be- 
cause they believe them, which 
most of the others conform with 
as a matter of course, and which 
no one can violate with a feeling 
that he is doing what everyone 
else is doing. 


Prominent Example. 


In the realm of morals, the ex- 
ample set by the prominent is 
decisive. It ig far more impor- 
tant than the exposure of the 
wicked. In fact the example of 
the prominent shows those who 
administer and enforce the laws 
what is expected of them. This 
will determine how faithfully and 
how actively the wicked are ex- 
posed. 

For that reason a civilized so- 
ciety must demand of those who 
have the ambition to lead it a 
higher standard of disinterested- 
ness than they would live up to 
if they had no public ambitions. 

Noblesse oblige. This is not, 
though some may think so, a 
highfalutin’ and _ perfectionist 
view of the obligations of leader- 
ship. 

In the case of the captain of 
ithe ship, for example, who must 
save all other lives before his 
own, so high a standard of con- 
duct is regarded not as fancy and 
foolish but as indispensable to 
the discipline and safety of the 


ship.

RADULOVIC ART SHOW 
REVEALS SAILL, SPIRIT 


Ex-St. Louisan’s Growth as 
ulbright Fellow Disclosed 
New York Exhibit. 


Radulovic’s first major New York 
one-man show, now at the Ganso 
Gallery, 125 East Fifty-seventh 
street, reveals a passionate and 
spirited painter. This former St. 
Louis artist, a one-time coal miner, 
whose colorful and unorthodox 


career included proprietorship of 
a St. Louis waterfront bar which 
became a gathering place for 
artists, writers, musicians and 
others, has just completed a year 
abroad on a Fulbright fellowship. 


Paintings in the current show 
divide themselves into three 
themes: New York, Italy and 
Yugoslavia, the first group repre- 
senting pre-Fulbright work. In 
all of them the style is clearly 
defined and personal. In essence 
it is stern and forceful. Figures, 
landscapes and cityscapes are re- 
cast into triangular shapes which 
are, in turn, recombined to make 
pictorial images. | 

Limitations of Style. 

These jagged shapes are par- 
ticularly suited to mountains and 
city objects and to masses of 
people seen from a distance; but, 
with the exception of such paint- 
ings as “Street Musician” and 
“The Widow,” they seem some- 
what constrained when applied to 
single big figures. The forms of 
these triangles is stressed by 
brushstrokes which reiterate the 
outline, a device which gives a 
rhythmic and decorative effect. 
Color is bright—salmon pinks ana 
yellows sit happily side-by-side 
with turquoise and aqua blues— 
but it is skillfully modulated into 
cold tones for the more somber 
expressions. 


Radulovic makes New York a 
colorful fairy-tale place and yet 
insinuates its strange loneliness. 
He makes rich and interesting 
designs out of the tangle of city 
rooftops, with water-towers, tele- 
vision aerials and views of lit and 
half-lit windows. And no one has 
so far found so much poetry in 
the subway: The train veering 
away from the platform with its 
solitary newspaper reader into 
intriguingly mysterious blue- 
green depths. 


His Italian scenes have special 
warmth. A fresh vision marks 
such scenes as the “Piazza Na- 
vonna,”’ with slouching figures at 
the base of one of the fountains 
and a hearse crossing the square. 


Native Scenes His Best. 

But Radulovic seems best to 
this reviewer in the Yugoslav 
series. These paintings are based 
both on a recent trip to the native 
land he left at the age of 11 and 
on his active participation with 
the Partisans in the last war (he 
also served in the United States 
Army as combat artist). Here the 
full emotional impact gets free 
rein. “Exodus” is splendid with 
its sad procession moving into 
the jagged mountains; in “Parti- 
san Burial” means and motivation 
meet to make a concise and mov- 
ing statement; in “Plan in the 
Forest” one feels the intensity of 
the scheming men beneath Gothic 
tracery of trees; and in “Fatigue” 
the convincingly exhausted and 
sleeping soldiers seem almost to 
be resting in their tombs. One 
notices in this series a strong 
feeling of the closeness of man 
and nature, an expression of an 
experience which Radulovic may 
have acquired from his years as 
a miner. ‘It is man, rather than 
nature, who is always the hostile 
force. 


A mine explosion was the direct 
cause of his turning to art. A 
Carnegie scholarship at the Fogg 
Museum of Art, Harvard Univer- 
sity, was one of the early steps in 
his training. His work is repre- 
sented not only in the City Art 
Museum of St. Louis but also 
in public and private collections 
elsewhere in the East.

HOLLYWOOD, March 30 (AP) 
—Judy Holliday, the junk deal- 
er’s squeaky-voiced babe in “Born 
Yesterday,” 
award last night from two veteran 
actresses, Gloria Swanson and 
Bette Davis. 

Jose Ferrer was given the top 
male Oscar for his swaggering 
performance in the title role of 
“Cyrano de Bergerac.” For the 
first time in Motion Picture 
Academy history, neither winner 
was present. Both Miss Holliday 
and Ferrer are in New York. 
Statuettes for the best support- 
ing roles in 1950 were bestowed 
on Josephine Hull, the flittering 
sister in “Harvey,” and George 
Sanders, acid-tongued critic of 
“All About Eve.” 

“All About Eve” captured hon- 
ors for the best film of 1950, 
winning five other awards as 
well. Its writer-director, Joseph 
L. Mankiewicz, walked off the 
platform with two Oscars, dupli- 
cating his feat of last year (for 
writing and directing “A Letter 
to Three Wives.’’) 

It was a stunning victory for 
Miss Holliday. In her second im- 
portant picture, the shapely New 
Yorker captured the honors from 
the highly touted performances of 
Miss Swanson in “Sunset Boule- 
vard” and Miss Davis in “All 
About Eve.” 

Miss Holliday nearly missed 
playing the role of Billie Dawn, 
which she created in the New 
York stage play. Columbia stu- 
dios tested many other actresses 
before selecting her. Ethel Barry- 
more accepted the award in her 
absence, praising a “radiant per- 
formance.” 

Ferrer, another newcomer to 
films, spoke his acceptance from 
a New York party: “This means 
more to me than the honor to 
an actor. I consider it a vote of 
confidence and an act of faith, 
and believe me, I'll not let you 
down.” 

Ferrer himself had put on the 
party at a small Spanish night 
club and invited both Miss Holli- 
day and Miss Swanson.

What the dictator is destroying 
in Argentina is the fundamental 
assumption of a free society. This 
is in the pattern of the totalitar- 
jianism of the Old World, of Nazi 
Germany and Soviet Russia, 
which has cast such a blight on 
large areas of the earth. 

The foreign ministers of the 
American republics now in con- 
ference here are apparently de- 
termined to keep away from this 
unhappy subject. In any event, 
there seems to be little they 
could do about it short of creat- 
ing a split that could jeopardize 
the plans for the joint defense of 
the hemisphere. 

In my opinion, for the Goverti- 
ment of the United States to try 
to intervene would be to do more 
harm than good. That might well 
strengthen Peron who could pose 
as a martyr attacked by the colos- 
sus of the north. 


Danger at Home, Too. 


What the warning of La Prensa 
can do is to reawaken not alone 
in the United States but through- 
out the hemisphere a new and 
urgent sense of how vital to the 
whole organization of our society 
is the right of independent opin- 
ion and its expression. 

This matter stands somewhat 
on the same footing as the call 
for a moral awakening in re- 
sponse to the disclosures of graft 
and corruption in one community 
after another in this country. If 
it does not come, then there is 
comparatively little that can be 
done with laws and the police. 

It is easy—too easy—for us 
here in the United States to strike 
an attitude of smug self-right- 
eousness about what has hap- 
pened in Argentina. That at- 
titude is in itself a danger since 
it shuts out of view signs that 
point in the same general di- 
rection.

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Conference Commissioners Are Against $100,000 ‘Czar’ for Colleges 


Eilers Says 

Man Would 
Be Without 
Authority 


NEW YORK, March 30 (UP)~— 
Forrest (Phog) Allen's proposal of 
® $100.000-a-year super “Czar” 
for college sports drew a chorus 


of criticism today from the com- 
missioners of the leading confer- 


ences. 
Commenting individually from 
every section of the country, the 


commissioners seemed to agree 
on one thing—that the “Czar” 
setup just wouldn't work. 

Allen, basketball coach at the 
University of Kansas, had sug- 
Sested here that rule of all col- 
lege sports by a single man, with 
powers s0 sweeping that he could 
even fire coaches, was the only 
way to prevent future “scandals” 
like that now ripping New York 
City basketball and to stamp out 
recruiting evils. 

But the commissioners dis- 
agreed. They figured the closest 
watch could be kept by the pres- 
ent system of local rule. 

Wade's Reaction. 

Typical was the reaction of 
Wallace Wade, newly appointed 
commissioner of the Southern 
Conference, who said, ‘The 
Southern Conference feels that 
athletics can best be controlled by 
regional conferences. That's the 
position we took last year at the 
N.C.A.A, meeting and it still 
stands,” 

Commissioner Arthur E. Eilers 
of the Missouri Valley Conference 
also said that he was ‘‘definitely” 
against the all-powerful Czar idea. 
and had been since it was first 
brought up. 

“The National Association of 
Collegiate Commissioners voted 
down the idea unanimously at 
their annual convention last year 
because such a Czar would have 
no real authority under law,” said 
Eilers. “I think the various con- 
ference commissioners could do 
a better job by reaching a com- | 
mon agreement at their conven- | 
tion this summer. Let each con- | 
ference give and take a little.”

New Race Licensing 
Bill Is Approved by 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 30 (AP) 
—Governor Dewey approved to- 
day a new horse race licensing 
system to replace the Jockey 
Club setup killed by the state 
court of appeals. 

His action means that New 
York’s racing season will open on 
schedule, next Monday at Ja- 
maica. 

Dewey signed a bill giving to 
the State Racing Commission all 
licensing powers for running 
tracks, although the measure 
leaves the door wide open for 
recommendations by the Jockey 
Club, a private association. 
Formerly, the state law dele- 
gated to the Jockey Club power 
to issue licenses to horse owners, 
trainers and jockeys. The state’s 
highest court declared the system 
unconstitutional on March 8. 
The seven judges were agreed 
that it constituted an unlawful 
delegation of authority by the 
Legislature. 

‘Under the new law, drafted and 
hastily approved t; the Legisla- 
ture shortly before its adjourn 
ment March .16, the Racing Com- 
mission will handle all track li- 
censing directly but has authority 
to employ expert consultants for 
advice on license applications,’

N Halliwell’s “Nursery Rhymes 
of * published in 1884, 
this appears: 

“If wishes were horses, 
Beggars would ride;

Bud Schwenk Helping 2000 Youngsters 
in Junior Achievement Program Learn 


About Business by Running Their Own — 


St. Louis Project Largest in Nation 
By Peter Wyden 


OT long ago Wilson Schwenk, 

better known as Bud, received 

a disturbing report. One of his 
companies in East St. Louis, the 
one that makes soap powder, was 
setting new production records 
right and left but nobody was 
selling the merchandise. It just 
piled up. . 

Bud called on the firm and told 
its officers that another of his 
enterprises in Clayton had had a 
similar problem but managed to 
clear the shelves by sending its 
entire personnel into the street 
to huckster their product from 
door to door. The East St. Louis- 
ans applied Schwenk’s advice suc- 
cessfully, but overproduction re- 
mains a periodic headache for 
Bud. 

“We run into very few good 
salesmen,” he says. “Some of the 
companies pay bonuses and com- 
missions and get up big sales 
charts. But it looks as if every- 
body wants to be on the produc- 
tion end or else they want to be 
president.” 

The bottleneck, though real 
enough, produces no economic 
catastrophies because Bud's com- 
panies, all 118 of them, are teen- 
age enterprises operated by boys 
and girls aged 15 to 21 under the 
Junior Achievement program. 
The youngsters learn about busi- 
ness by actually organizing and 
running one, and with 85 adult 
employers furnishing advisers to 
a membership of about 2000, the 
St. Louis program this year is the 
biggest in the country. 

Schwenk, who has been pro- 
gram director for about six 
months, is best remembered from 
the days in 1941 when he played 
on the Washington University 
Bears and became the undisputed 
darling of local football fans. For 
a year after graduation he played 
pro football for the Chicago 
Cardinals, then went into the 
Navy and wound up as skipper of 
a PT boat in the Pacific. 


He broke an ankle playing 
football in the Navy, but never- 
theless managed to make a post- 
war comeback, earning $10,000 a 
year playing for the Baltimore 
Colts and the New York Yankees. 
In 1948 he set a record for the 
highest number of passes com- 
pleted, a distinction more or less 
forced on him by the circum- 
stance that his injury prevented 
him from doing much running.

The South Side center I visited 
with Bud the other night is at 
4738A Gravois avenue, and one 
of the teeming offices on the sec- 
ond floor houses the Versatile 
Variety Co. The firm was in the 
news lately as originators of a 
case for the new student street 
car and bus passes and I was 
curious to see how Versatile was 


making out.

T entering the firm’s sparsely 
furnished suite was a wonder- 
ful sweet smell. It came from one 
corner where a couple of girls 
were bent over a stove, They 
were making brownies. Mrs. 
Helen Goehler, who works for 
Monsanto Chemical Co. and is 
one of Versatile’s adult advisers, 
said that the company was kcep- 
ing itself solvent by maintaining 
its cookie business while tooling 
up to make the pass holders. 

I was introduced to the com- 
pany president, Robert Krull, who 
is 17 and lives at 6109 Vermont 
street. Bob, a junior at St. 
Mary’s High School, is six feet 
and one inch tall and has never 
had to shave yet. He wore blue 
jeans and a long black. cowlick 
kept falling into his earnest 
pink face. 

Bob was not gratified by the

HE first thing I noticed upon 


‘publicity that has been accorded 


Versatile’s enterprise. He said so 
in no uncertain terms. Appar- 
ently the news of the firm’s con- 
version from cookies to pass hold- 
ers had leaked out prematurely 
while secret research was still in 
progress on how to hold the case 
together. 

Just as in real business, the leak 
had certain unpleasant conse- 
quences. People started asking 
for the cases and were disap- 
pointed when told they weren't 
being made yet. The company’s 
suppliers of raw material got 
wind of what was afoot and raised 
the price of raw materials. 


Worst of all, another Junior 
Achievement company liked the 
idea and rushed into production 
with a similar item which, Bob 
assured me, was an inferior imi- 
tation. It is made of a flexible 
plastic that won’t keep the pass 
stiff, Bob said, but it does sell 
for a nickel. Versatile’s container 
is made of strong celluloid held 
together by plastic tape and the 
first few samples found few takers 
at 25 cents each. 

Now the case is being turned 
out by assembly line methods and 
the retail price is expected to 
come down a bit. 

I asked Bob how much he was 
making as president and he said 
he was drawing 72 cents an hour 
(two hours a week), just like the 
other nine boys and four girls in 
the concern. I was interested in 
that point because just recently 
the issue of extra compensation 
for company officers almost 
caused a strike in another firm. 
Employes of that company, which 
repairs tools and pays as much 
as 60 cents an hour, were tired 
of seeing their president fiddling 
with paper work and threatened 
to quit until Schwenk talked it 
over with them and it turned out 
that nobody really wanted to take 
over the necessary paper work of 
the executives. 

Young Krull said he had no 
such difficulty in Versatile Va-

riety. In fact, the employes had 
a chance to elect a new presi- 
dent last January but decided to 
keep the present executives be- 
cause they were already well- 
acquainted with the firm’s admin- 
istrative setup. 

Versatile’s finances, I was in- 
formed, are in sound if not spec- 
tacular condition. Profits to date 
have been modest, but the capital 
investment amounts to $67, ob- 
tained from‘sales of stock (at 50 
cents each) to 52 stockholders. 
Each company member is re- 
quired to own at least one. Other 
stock is sold by them to friends 
and families, but nobody may own 
more than five shares so that a 
company is never subsidized by 
anybody in particular. 

i, 

NE enterprising group of 
() youngsters, Schwenk related, 

saw that most Junior Achieve- 
ment companies made money but 
sometimes needed additional op- 
erating capital. So they organ- 
ized a stock exchange and an in- 
vestment firm. The company 
raised capital and invested it in 
“good” J. A. enterprises, receiv- 
ing dividends in return. They 
charge $1 to list a firm’s stock on 
their exchange and, upon analy- 
sis, it was found that the average 
J.A. stock was worth 57 cents. 
One issue, the securities of a 
leather business, was listed as 
$2.31 each. 

“Of course a lot of things go 
wrong all the time,” Schwenk re- 
lated back at his office, 3339 Lin- 
dell boulevard, “but that’s how 
they learn. We have one adviser 
who's been with the program ever 
since it started on a national 
basis about seven years ago. 
Often one of his companies will 
make an article another company 
made before. He lets ‘em make 
the same mistakes the other made. 
We don't try to pave the way for 
them.” 

Some of the outfits turn out 
products that aren't exactly es- 
sential. One group, for instance, 
makes custom-tailored dashboards 
for cars. They're involved affairs 
with gadgets straight out of a 
Rube Goldberg cartoon. “I think 
you have to push three buttons 
before you can turn the ignition 
switch,” Bud reports.

mercial hits on their hands with- 
out realizing it. This was the 
fate of a vanilla company that 
sent a shy little salesgirl to one 
of the city’s largest food chains 
where she was promptly over- 
whelmed by a rush order for 12 
gross of her product. The firm 
is still toiling to fill the order. 
Junior Achievement encourages 
manufacturing over promotion 
operations, and one of its saddest 
experiences has been the notable 


success of a company that calls 
itself Fun Specialists. The firm 
specializes in arranging dances 
and other social affairs. Schwenk 
says that J. A. headquarters tried 
all legitimate tactics in an effort 
to handicap the firm but has now 
given up trying to close it down 
and is merely watching its acti- 
vities closely.

enterprise were displayed fol- 

lowing the recent fire of J.A.'s 
Clayton center. The building un- 
fortunately burned to the ground. 
In making out reports of their 
losses in equipment and raw ma-
